Kot for years. If ever, has the pro- 


fession of leaching been considered 
exactly to b» profitable from a mone- 
tary standpoint. There was satisfac- 
tion in it no doubt, if for nothing 
else than to watch the detelopment 
ot the youthful roind. and later to note 
•with such pleasure aa one might the 
success to which these same atudenu 
had attained, though not generally aa 
teachers. 
Still, satisfaction »as the 


principal reward, and many a teacher 
has spent anxious nights pondering 
aa to wheche>- his work would bring 
him even comfortable, competence In 
age. After & time the pension plan 
was adopted, by which in the event 
of a teacher "hanging to the binder1" 
lone enough aa insufficient stipend 
for old age was assured.

There seems 
to b« real hops ahead for the teach- 
er—the assurance of recognition as a 
necessary and forceful factor in work- 
ing out the social problem, and an 
acknowledgment that the teacher is 
worthy ot a suitable hire.
